Japanevo journals publish o long atate> 
ment of* ther views said’ to have been 
submitted to the Throne by tho Ohinese 
énvoys whe are soon to visit Japan ona 
mission of inquiryynamely, Mr Tang Fang, 
Governor of Hunon, and Mr Lu Yuan, 
Governor of Kiangsu.

consult JInpan about everything and 
should, in short, be guided mainly by 
her neighbor's advice. . Mesars Tang and 
Lu are evidently wholo-hearted advocates 
ofa pro-Japanese policy, They consider 
that the futuro of Har-Eastern Asia lies in 
tho hollow of Japan’s hand and that China's 
only hope lies in reformed_agininistration. 


-Speaking of tho views of Chinoso officials 

may be wontioned that the Chineso Re- 
presentutive in St, Petersburg.issaid (ijt 
Shimpo’s Peking telegrams) to have wired 
to his Govormnent that Russin’s internal 
and fiscal conditions render it impossible 
for her to continue the war; that tho pation 
Jongs for a cgssation of hostilities; that 
peaco may son be looked for, and that 
China should preparo accordingly. 

This action on China's part in sending

relating to fishing in the fishery district ; 
and thirdly, Russian subjects living in tho 
islund who. have’ obtained fishing from 
their Government und aco actually carrying 
onthe enterpriso. Special notice should be 
taken of the fact that Russiah eubjects are 
included in this category. Such magnani- 
mity Totfects tho bighest credit on the 
Sapaness Government? since it shows that 
oven during the exletenco of a state of war 
Russian subjects will be allowed to ongage 
in peacefu) enterprises andor Japanese ju- 
tisdiétion, Of course that is only in accord 
with the best canons of civilization but 
frankly it cannot be said that Russian 
treatmont of Japanese throughout the pro- 
sent war encoufages auch displays of 
benovolence on Japan's part.
